Worklc-ss Find Cheap Refiigi^ 
in University 
Life 



"AVhat! Xo money? AVclI. let's ko 
to co!.V.;e." In the past it has usu:illy 
been found that students went lo col- 
lege ni.d then discovered thr.t they 
didn't have enou;;!] nioney, but this 
year the reverse .<-:ecms to be true. 
I'cople who have lost money or jobs 
throngh the present business depres- 
sion arc f locking to college to fit them- 
selves for better jobs In the future. 
This, at any rate,. !f> the tlieor.v ad- 
vanced by eiliK-.iiui-f lo a<'Count for the 
increased eiiielnieiiî in .American col- 
leges this year. 

"Pai-ado.\ical as it may seem," says 
President Thomas AV. Atkinson, of 
Louisiai.a .State University. "the 
business depression is a possible ex- 
planation for tlic increased enrolment. 
!n the scarclt.v of positions which has 
prevailed recently, jiarents have seen 
that It Is the college man or woman 
wlio lias landed the job." 

Depression .Helps Colleges 

Gien Frank, president of the Unlvcr- 
.•îlty of AA Isconsln gives his opinion 
that periods of business prosperity 
usually tlov,- uj) college rcgislralloii 
while periods of depression have the 
opposite effect. In other words, if one 
can got a job, he takes it but if not, 
lie might as well go lo college because 
cvciybody tliorc in broke any way and 
the lack ot cash will not be nollccd, 

A survey of AiiK-iicaji eollcf;e>i 
shows that the majority liavc an lii- 
i crease in eiirohuciil over last year's 
figures. Only four colleges report a 
decrease in enrolment. Tlio two MIs- 
Kissipi colleges report a very slight de- 
crease but al Indiana there uro 1ST 
students less tiiaii last year and al Il- 
linois 043. (Jnii theory advanced for 
tiio dccieasc in tiicso Uvo colleHes is 
Ihc recent druugiil and resulting poor 
i:rops v.liicli iiavc crippled the farmer 
financially. 

But in spite of llie poor report from 
tlicso four cullcges, tlic fact remains 
that students arc flocking to colleges 
'from all j)arts o: tlio country. "IMuca- 
lioii at any cost" o)-, "College If you 
can't find a job." Wiiatcvcr their iilo- 
tlvc, tlicy'rc still coming.

U'innlpeg. Oct, 2 — Sir Arthur 
'.in-rip. principal of .MeOill University, 
returns to tho ea.?t tonight from a tour 
ot AVestcrn Canada, with E. AV Beatty 
K.C, Chancellor, .Tnd president of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, moro proudT, 
more confident of his country than ever 
before, he told members of tho Young 
Mf.n'a Section ot the AVinnipeg Board 
ot Trado at a dinner addres.? on 
Thur.sday evening. 

AVhen interviewed In AVinnipeg, Mr. 
Beatty declared that Canada could not 
go back, that the Dominion -would con- 
tinue to torso steadily ahead In tho 
face of threatening depressi.jn. lie .said 
iiC threatening depression. Ho :(aid 
that he found conditions In the west 
niuclt aa anticipated. 

Protection Needed 

AA'ithln five years the Cnited Stages 
will be buying Canadian wheat in 
large fiuantltlea, considers .Mr. Beatty 
who also looks on Ru.sslan chiiap 
wheat threat as "not f,iir to either 
Canadian or British producers." Re- 
ferring to dumping of Russian wheat, 
he stated there Was a great need of- 
protecting Canadian producers. 

Asked as to the advanced construc- 
tion pro.^rranime. which Includes 
among other things, tlie construction 
of 100 miles o£ new branch lines In 
the west, 50 miles of track laying, 
and 250 miles of track re-laying. Jlr. 
Belitty said that approximately .$11,- 
CCOOOO of the 000,000 progr.immo 
of the two transcontinental raihvays, 
being undertaken immediately to re- 
lievo the unemployment situation. 
v,-ouId be undertaken by the C.P.R. 
rho majority of thu money to be spent 
by his company would bo mod in 
Vv'estern Canada :ind would furnish 
work for a large number o£ farmers 
anil their teani.^. 

Better Crop

THERE occuiTcd at the meeting of the 
Conwr.siion yc.*;terday an event which 
has been duplicated less than ten times in 
the last hundred and ten years. Another 
natural step was taken when the present 
Faculty of Arts was split into two sections, 
one to retain the name and the other to be- 
.^;omo the "Faculty of Science." 

Slowly and almost insidiously time 
has wrought its changes on the old Faculty 
of Arts. 11 frrew slowly, and for many years 
fitted its .size to the limited facilities of the 
Old Arts Building. But in 1926 the New 
Arts Building was opened and the faculty, 
could no longer be kept small. For several 
years now. it has been too big, too hard to 
ihandle, too unweldy. Educational efficien- 
Tv was being sacrificed. But now;, with the 
jid\ eni of a new dean to take over the di- 
rection of the purely scientific courses the 
time has come for added impetus to both 
branches of study. 

Another matter closely looked to before 
making the change was interfaculty co- 
operation. As has been said, the old faculty 
contained in its size the seeds of its pre- 
sent splitting, and, as Dean Ira A. Mac- 
Kay emphasised in presenting his motion, 
the lack of co-operation between purely 
\rts studies and purely Scientific studies 
made it highly necessary that the cohe- 
sion lacking should be secured at once by 
making the natural separation between 
Arts and Science. 

In an already crowded year the estab- 
lishment of a new faculty comes as another 
piece of concrete evidence as to McGill's 
progress. On the mechanical side the aver- 
age student can point with pride to the 
new buildings now being erecled on and 
about the Campus. 

Although the change in the Arts 
faculty will not make the ground of the 
University appear different, the effect of 
the division will probably be greater than 
ihe erection of any new building. New 
buildings come as a result of such changes 
and are not in themselves the cause of 
greater educational activities. Thus we may 
expect that with the passing years this 
division in the Arts faculty will lead to 
greater building up of McGill, and we may 
Bgard this as merely another page in the 
istory of one of Canada's oldest educa- 
*bnal institutiQtfë;:,,?i

I ain ro- 
turnlng: to my homo in Montrc.nl nClor four woolis 
fpenl In tr.avolllnfr lllo^ll\■ .niid rxtoiisivoly and con- 
tinuously thronph that part oC our country which 
lies west of tho Groat Lakes. I go b.ack nioro proud 
of Canada than ever before, nioro proCouudly con- 
vl'.iced that oure Is a higli destiny, with the firm 
conviction that thé spirit of confodcr.illon lives 
ftrong in tho hearts ot our people. 

"I Imvo visited the frrcat liliigrdom ot the rence 
— I like that word. I had Iieard of its cNtcnt in area, 
but it remained for this visit to make nio under- 
stand and appreciate its resotn-cos, Its riches, its 
promise. Like tho men o£ old who stood on the 
moiint.Tln and saw the pronii.iod Land. I loo .«tood 
on an eminence and havo seen a land oC pi-omlsc. 
I stood on ono plateau and sn\v three million acres 
of arable Land. I saw fields of wheat and other 
fields ot oats, unsurpassed by any 1 havo witnessed, 
before. From Hyihe, one day wo drove two hun- 
dred miles seeing- 'splendid crops everywhere. The 
next day wo drove- two hundred miles in the op- 
posite direction and came away equally cnlhusl- 
astlc The next day we crossed the rcaco at Peace 
niver Landing and drovn a hundred miles through 
that wonderland, everywhere mcctins courageous 
and happy and hopeful settlers, among whom, I am 
?lad to say, were many ot my old comrades ot the 
great war. Then, back to Kdmonton tho gateway 
ot the north, so splendidly chosen as the capital ot 
the largo and rich province of Alberta, tho home 
ot a fine university, so skilfully guided by' an old 
friends of yours, president 'Wallace. ■ ■■ 

We entered Briiish Columbia tor the .•second 
time in our trip, via that wonderful scenic line of 
the C.P.R. going on to that city of promise and des- 
tiny, Tancouvcr, now the hbiiïe' ot '"over thi-ca litin- 
dred thousand Canadians, wliero only seventeen 
thousands lived when I first saw It in 1S94.

Wc visited the 
mining region of Southern British Columbia, spend- 
ing halt â day at Trail and another half at the 
Sullivan Mine, and entered .\lberta onco more via. 
the Crow's Is'cst route, traverse that province lu 
Northern Manitoba, rich; in many resources, to this 
fine city of "Winnipeg; 

"X havo seen so mucli, I have learned so much 
that, as I say, I am more proud, mure confident ot 
my cotjntry than ever before. The wealth is ours, 
the ijpijoi-tuiiity is ours, tho i c.-iyurcci uro oui-s. Jl 
is up to our men and women uiid I bclievi; in llie 
Cunadlan bread and in the Canadian brood,

"THE MAN CHILD" by Grace Blackburn. Tho 
Graphic Publishers, Ottawa, pp. 274. |2.00. 

Handicapped at it is by a -wrapper claiming 
lor it touching values as a binnan document of 
motlicr-lovo, "Tho 5Ian Child" turn.s out to bo much 
l)etter than might bo e.s-pected. A certain "word- 
cyncss'' uf stylo and frc(|ucnt seemingly unneces- 
sary references to the Christian Deity add further 
to tho obstacles of the reader, but with tho ex- 
ercise ot due patience and forbearance there comes 
a time toward tho end of tho volume when the net 
effect is almost pleasing. 

Despite tho fact that tho scene' Is laid in Ont- 
ario, there is nothing dislincttvcly Canadian In the 
book. If the hard winters -were changed to rainy 
seasons and tho pines to rubber trees tho wholo 
action could bo removed to SiuHaporo without seri- 
ous loss to whatever artistic values tlio story may 
possess.
